THIRTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS. 


The  Board  was  reorganized  on  the  15th  of  February,  no  change  having 
occurred  in  the  membership.  Mr.  R.  R.  Porter  was  re-elected  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  October. 

The  divisions  remain  as  heretofore,  to  wit: 

The  first  embraces  the  Ohio  canal  from  Cleveland  to  Hebron  (at  the 
crossing  of  the  National  road),  the  Walhondiug  canal,  and  the  Western 
Reserve  and  Maumee  road,  and  remains  in  charge  of  Richard  R.  Porter, 
Acting  Commissioner. 

The  second ,  consisting  of  the  Ohio  canal  from  Hebron  to  Portsmouth 
(and  including  the  Columbus  feeder),  the  Hocking  canal,  and  the  Muskin¬ 
gum  Improvement,  was  assigned  to  S.  R.  Hosmer,  Acting  Commissioner. 

The  third ,  embracing  all  of  the  Miami  and  Erie  canal,  from  Cincinnati 
to  Toledo,  was  placed  in  charge  of  Philip  Y.  Herzing,  Acting  Commis¬ 
sioner. 

Philip  Y.  Herzing,  being  the  senior  member  in  the  order  of  election, 
became  President,  and  as  such  took  charge  of  the  National  road.

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NORTHERN  DIVISION  OF  THE  OHIO  CANAL. 

The  opening  of  navigation  on  this  division  was  delayed  somewhat  last 
spring  on  account  of  the  presence  in  the  canal  of  a  large  quantity  of 
heavy,  thick  ice,  which  had  accumulated  during  the  preceding  severe 
winter.  About  the  15th  of  March,  however,  it  opened  under  very  favora¬ 
ble  circumstances.  The  Portage  Summit  reservoir  was  well  filled,  and 
there  was  a  good  stage  of  water  in  all  the  feeders  on  the  division — in 
fact,  a  better  supply  than  at  any  time  during  the  past  five  years.  Advan¬ 
tage  was  taken  of  this  happy  state  of  affairs,  and  the  result  was  an 
exceedingly  prosperous  season. 

The  question  of  water  supply  on  this  division  is  still  one  of  great  im¬ 
portance,  and  of  deep  concern.  While  it  is  true  that  such  a  period  of 
drouth  as  was  experienced  during  the  two  or  three  seasons  preceding 
the  last  may  not  occur  again  in  many  years,  yet  it  may  happen  any  year. 
The  Board  are  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  provision  should  be  made  to 
meet  any  contingency  that  may  by  possibility  arise,  so  as  at  all  times  to 
meet  the  demands  of  business.  When  it  is  remembered  what  vast 
amounts  of  minerals  abound  in  the  valley  through  which  this  portion  of 
the  Ohio  canal  passes,  which  demand  and  require  a  cheap  outlet,  the 
importance  of  securing  an  abundant  supply  of  water  cannot  be  over  esti¬ 
mated.  This  accomplished,  business  will  ultimately  be  quadrupled,  inas¬ 
much  as  those  who  use  it  will  be  inspired  with  confidence,  and  prepare 
themselves  to  use  all  the  facilities  offered.

SOUTHERN  DIVISION  OHIO  CANAL. 

This  division  of  the  canal  was  opened  for  navigation  from  Columbus 
to  Portsmouth  on  the  2d  of  March.  It  was  in  good  order,  and  so  re¬ 
mained  until  the  4th  of  July,  when  very  heavy  rains  occurred,  which 
caused  several  extensive  breaches  between  Carroll  and  Circle ville,  while 
at  the  same  time  the  dam  over  Walnut,  north  of  Winchester,  was  de¬ 
stroyed.  These  breaches  were  repaired  promptly,  and  the  dam  rebuilt, 
so  that  navigation  during  the  balance  of  the  season  was  uninterrupted, 
the  whole  line  continuing  in  excellent  order. 

The  canal,  from  Hebron  through  the  “  deep  cut,”  at  the  Licking  Sum¬ 
mit,  was  opened  and  in  good  navigable  order  on  the  1st  of  April,  through 
to  the  junction  with  the  Hocking  canal,  and  thence  southward.  The 
whole  line  has  continued  in  excellent  order  throughout  the  entire  season, 
which  has  not  been  the  case  for  several  years.  Two  of  the  large  aqueducts 
(Brush  creek  and  Sunfish)  have  had  extensive  repairs,  and  all  the  other 
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wooden  structures  are  in  good  condition.  There  has  been  noticeable  im¬ 
provement,  in  the  way  of  repair  of  locks  and  other  masonry,  by  grouting, 
pointing,  and,  where  necessary,  rebuilding,  which  make  them  appear 
almost  as  good  as  new  work.  The  same  attention  and  care  exercised  the 
coming  season,  will  put  this  division  in  a  splendid  condition— -in  fact,  it 
is  in  better  condition  now  than  it  has  been  for  ten  years. 

[For  a  more  minute  statement  of  all  repairs  and  work  done,  reference 
is  made  to  the  report  of  the  engineer  in  charge,  hereto  appended.] 

The  appropriation  of  $8,000,  made  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  for 
the  enlargement  of  the  feeder  to  the  Licking  Summit  reservoir,  was  not 
expended  in  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  heavy  rains  throughout  the 
greater  part  of  the  season,  which  precluded  the  possibility  of  making  the 
necessary  surveys.  The  work  was  therefore  not  let. 

The  protection  wall  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  for  the  building  of  which 
$3,000  were  appropriated  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  was  let  on  the 
7th  of  July,  and  is  now  finished.  A  balance  of  $205  will  remain  in  the 
treasury. 

The  work  of'  clearing  out  the  mouth  of  the  Scioto  river  at  Portsmouth, 
from  the  lower  lock  in  the  canal  to  the  Ohio  river,  for  which  an  appro¬ 
priation  of  $15,000  was  made,  was  let  to  responsible  contractors  in  June 
last,  but  owing  to  trouble  and  delay  in  procuring  patterns  and  getting 
other  machinery,  the  dredging  boat  was  not  finished  and  ready  for  use 
until  the  10th  of  November.  It  is  now  at  Portsmouth,  and  will  be  put 
to  work  as  early  in  the  spring  as  the  condition  of  the  water  in  the  Ohio 
river  will  permit.  Very  soon  thereafter,  it  is  expected,  the  channel  will 
be  opened,  so  that  boats  can  pass  freely  from  the  canal  into  the  Ohio 
river,  and  by  the  free  use  of  the  dredge  it  is  thought  ail  difficulty  will 
thereafter  be  obviated  at  that  point. 

MIAMI  AND  ERIE  CANAL. 

The  "Board,  in  company  with  the  Resident  Engineer,  John  W.  Erwin, 
early  in  May  last,  made  their  annual  inspection  trip  over  this  canal,  and 
found  the  wlole  line,  between  Cincinnati  and  Toledo,  in  good  navigable 
condition.  Considerable  dredging  had  been  done,  and  the  necessary 
repairs,  to  prepare  the  canal  for  the  season’s  business,  had  been  comple¬ 
ted.  Through  navigation  commenced  early  in  April,  and  continued 
throughout  the  season,  save  for  a  few  weeks  in  June,  when  the  water  was 
drawn  off  the  southern  portion  for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary 
repairs. 

The  General  Assembly,  during  its  session  of  1872,  made  an  appropria¬ 
tion  of  $22,000  to  rebuild  Providence  dam,  in  the  Maumee  river.  The 
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original  estimate  of  the  cost  of  this  work  was  made  on  the  supposition 
that  it  would  be  only  1700  feet  wide  and  4  feet  high.  By  an  accurate 
measurement,  made  by  the  engineer  and  superintendent,  it  proves  to  be 
1882  feet  long,  instead  of  1700,  or  182  feet  more  than  the  estimate  origin¬ 
ally  made,  upon  which  the  appropriation  was  based.  A  careful  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  bottom  of  the  river  revealed  the  fact  that  stone  had  been 
quarried  from  its  bed  to  a  depth  of  from  four  to  five  feet,  a  circumstance 
which  was  not  known  when  the  original  estimate  was  made,  and  this,  of 
course,  made  a  material  difference  in  the  height  of  the  dam  in  many 
places.  The  effect  of  this  increased  length  and  height  was  to  increase  the 
cost  of  construction,  which,  on  final  settlement,  amounted  to  $5,537.97 
more  than  the  sum  appropriated.  This  sum  the  Board  now  ask  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  to  appropriate.  It  is  justly  due  the  contractors,  who  cheer¬ 
fully  went  forward  to  perform  their  contract,  notwithstanding  they  knew 
the  sum  appropriated  would  be  inadequate  to  pay  them.  The  dam  was 
built  in  a  very  substantial  manner,  and  is  a  credit  to  the  contractors. 

[For  further  particulars  see  report  of  the  Resident  Engineer  of  the  Third 
Division,  hereto  appended.] 

To  complete  the  feeder  from  the  Miami  and  Erie  canal,  commencing  at 
lock  Ro.  7,  north  of  Bremen,  to  the  Mercer  county  reservoir,  the  Board, 
last  winter,  reported  to  the  General  Assembly  that  an  appropriation  of 
$10,000  would  be  required.  Only  $8,000  were  appropriated.  The  result 
shows  that  the  estimates  of  the  engineers — Forrer  and  Erwin — were  cor¬ 
rect,  and  that  no  sum  less  than  $10,000  is  sufficient  to  accomplish  the 
object  sought.  Therefore  an  additional  sum  of  $2,000  is  asked  for  to  ena¬ 
ble  the  Board  to  pay  the  contractor  for  work  already  done  in  excess  of 
the  appropriation,  and  to  finish  the  work,  so  that  it  will  answer  the  pur¬ 
pose  for  which  it  was  intended. 

As  to  ttie  matter  of  damages  to  lands  around  the  Lewistown  reservoir, 
the  Board  is  not  yet  sufficiently  in  possession  of  facts  to  warrant  a  final 
report  on  the  subject. 

The  annual  report  of  the  engineer  on  this  division  (accompanying  this 
report)  gives  very  full  details  of  repairs,  &c.,  and  to  it  attention  is  directed, 

MUSKINGUM  IMPROVEMENT. 

This  work  was  open  for  navigation  on  the  10th  of  March,  and  has 
remained  in  a  good  navigable  condition  since  that  time.  All  needed 
repairs  have  been  made  promptly,  and  with  a  view  to  permanency.  The 
improvement  is  in  better  condition  than  it  has  been  for  the  last  ten  years. 

HOCKING  CANAL. 

This  canal  (including  the  Lancaster  side- cut)  was  opened  for  navigation

on  the  15th  of  March.  At  that  time  it  was  in  excellent  repair,  and  con¬ 
tinued  in  good  order  until  the  4th  of  July,  when  an  unprecedented  flood 
in  the  Hocking  river  nearly  destroyed  it,  sweeping  out  embankments 
and  dams  from  Lancaster  to  Salina,  a  distance  of  nearly  forty  miles.  The 
dam  at  Sugar  Grove,  nearly  200  feet  long,  was  entirely  destroyed,  and 
extensive  breaches  were  made  around  four  others,  making  a  channel  for 
the  river  around  each.  Not  less  than  thirty  breaches  were  made  in  the 
embankments,  many  of  them  very  extensive.  It  is  greatly  to  the  credit 
of  the  lessees  that  these  damages  to  embankments  and  dams  were 
repaired  with  an  energy  and  promptness  that  was  never,  perhaps,  ex¬ 
ceeded  in  this  or  any  other  country.  Only  75  days  were  consumed  in 
restoring  the  works  from  Lancaster  to  Salina  to  a  good  navigable  condi¬ 
tion— as  good  as  before  the  flood — the  dams  greatly  improved. 

From  Salina  to  tne  lower  end  of  the  canal,  a  distance  of  five  miles,  no 
repairs  have  been  made,  as  the  damages  were  of  such  magnitude  that  it 
was  not  possible  to  repair  them  this  season.  No  injury,  however,  will 
result  to  any  interest  from  not  putting  this  piece  of  canal  in  order,  as  there 
has  been  no  business  done  on  that  end  of  the  canal  for  several  years,  and 
there  is  only  one  lease  of  water  power,  which  pays  an  annual  rent  of  $50. 

The  Lancaster  side-cut  has  been  thoroughly  dredged  and  put  in  better 
boating  order  than  it  has  ever  been.  This  section  of  the  canal  (hitherto 
difficult  of  navigation  on  account  of  its  comparative  smallness),  if  no  casu¬ 
alties  occur  between  the  present  and  the  opening  of  navigation  in  the 
spring,  will  be  in  a  condition  to  justify  the  expectation  of  a  very  large 
coal  trade. 

WALHONDINGr  CANAL. 

By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  passed  in  1872,  the  Board  was 
authorized  to  dispose  of  the  towing-path  ot  this  canal  for  railroad  uses. 
A  verbal  arrangement  was  made  to  so  dispose  of  it,  but  it  has  not  yet 
been  fully  consummated. 

NATIONAL  ROAD. 

The  report  of  the  Resident  Engineer  gives  in  detail  all  matters  of  in¬ 
terest  relating  to  the  road,  and  to  it  reference  is  made.  The  Board  can 
state  here,  however,  that  it  is  generally  in  very  fair  condition,  when  the 
limited  amount  of  revenue  to  keep  it  so  is  considered.  It  is  171  miles 
long,  and  requires  the  most  careful  management,  especially  now,  when  so 
much  material  is  required  to  bring  it  up  to  a  proper  standard,  and  so 
many  of  the  culverts  and  bridges,  which  have  become  impaired  by  time, 
need  rebuilding  or  thorough  and  expensive  repairs,  to  keep  it  in  even 
tolerable  condition.  The  fund  may  be  relieved  somewhat  by  the  opera- 
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tion  of  the  act  of  April  29,  1873,  by  which  the  cities  and  some  of  the 
towns  on  the  line  will  assume,  in  time,  the  care  and  repair  of  the  road 
through  their  respective  limits.  The  city  of  Columbus,  through  its  Coun¬ 
cil,  has  voted  to  take  charge  of  all  that  portion  within  her  limits  from 
Alum  creek  to  High  street,  but,  for  the  present  at  least,  seems  disposed 
to  permit  that  portion  from  High  street  westward  to  remain  under  State  / 
control.  No  other  city  or  town  on  the  line  of  the  road  has  gone  even 
thus  far;  but  all  should,  and  all  will,  no  doubt,  sooner  or  later  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  the  law  referred  to. 

WESTERN  RESERVE  AND  MAUMEE  ROAD. 

The  road  has  evidently  been  very  much  improved  within  the  last  year. 

The  revenue  received  from  tolls,  judiciously  expended,  will  doubtless,  in 
a  few  years,  place  it  in  good  condition,  or  at  least  greatly  improve  it. 

The  bridge  at  Fremont  is  in  such  condition  that  it  requires  attention. 
That  it  is  too  old  and  worn  to  repair  to  advantage  there  can  be  no  doubt, 
and  should  at  an  early  day  be  replaced  by  a  new  one. 

For  detailed  statements  of  all  transactions  on  the  road  during  the  past 
year,  reference  is  made  to  the  report  of  the  Engineer  accompanying  this 
report. 


APPROPRIATIONS  RECOMMENDED. 

To  pay  balance  due  for  construction  of  Providence  dam,  $5,537.97 ;  to 
complete  feeder  to  Mercer  county  reservoir,  $2,000 ;  to  pay  expenses  of 
ascertaining  and  locating  lands,  $1,500;  total,  $9,037.97. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

By  an  act  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  April  29,  1872,  the  Board 
was  authorized  and  required  to  “  ascertain  and  locate  all  lands  belonging 
to  the  State  which  lie  at  or  near  the  public  works  of  the  State,  with  a 
proper  description  of  the  same,”  and  also  providing  for  their  appraise¬ 
ment,  survey  and  sale.  In  order  to  be  enabled  to  comply  with  this  act, 
the  Board  have  repeatedly  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  to  pay 
the  inevitable  expenses.  These  lands  should  be  definitely  ascertained 
and  sold,  and  will  realize  considerable  money  to  the  treasury.  As  it  is 
now,  the  timber  on  much  of  the  land  is  being  cut  and  hauled  away  by 
trespassers,  and  thus  their  value  is  being  largely  diminished. 

By  an  order  of  the  Board,  the  so-called  State  dam  at  Troy  was 
abandoned  as  a  portion  of  the  public  works. 

The  feeling  manifested  all  through  the  country  in  favor  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  water  lines  for  cheap  transportation  strengthens  the  Board  in 
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the  opinion,  frequently  expressed  in  their  annual  reports,  that  an  im¬ 
provement  of  our  canals  by  enlargement  is  imperatively  demanded.  It 
is  therefore  hoped  that  the  present  Legislature  will,  in  a  liberal  spirit, 
make  such  provision  in  this  direction  as  will  meet  the  apparent  needs  of 
the  people.

REPORT  OF  THE  RESIDENT  ENGINEER. 

To  Hon.  R.  R.  Porter,  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  in  charge  of  Division 

No.  One  : 

The  following  statement  as  to  the  condition  of  the  1st  Division  of  Pub* 
lie  Works,  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  15,  1873,  is  herewith  respectfully 
submitted : 

OHIO  CANAL. 

The  winter  and  spring  of  1873  was  a  very  acceptable  one,  after  passing 
through  the  severe  drouth  of  the  past  two  seasons.  The  large  fall  of 
snow  and  rain  caused  the  springs,  streams,  and  water-courses  to  be 
abundantly  supplied  with  water,  and  when  navigation  opened,  which  was 
about  the  15th  day  of  March,  it  did  so  with  a  good  stage  of  water  in  all 
the  levels,  and  the  Portage  Summit  reservoir  was  well  filled;  and  im¬ 
mediately  an  encouraging  and  prosperous  season  was  inaugurated. 

About  the  10th  of  May,  the  water  was  drawn  for  the  usual  spring  re¬ 
pairs,  which  occupied  about  two  weeks. 

During  the  period  that  the  aqueduct  at  Bolivar  was  undergoing  repairs, 
navigation  was  somewhat  impeded  on  that  level  for  a  few  days. 

The  past  winter  being  an  extremely  cold  one,  ice  formed  to  a  great 
thickness  in  the  streams,  and  in  breaking  up,  passed  out  in  large,  thick? 
heavy  blocks,  causing  serious  damage  to  dams,  and  cutting,  washing  and 
carrying  away  embankments,  forming  bars  and  large  deposits  that  re¬ 
quired  removal.  One  large  break  occurred  near  Cleveland.  About  sev¬ 
enty  feet  of  the  dam  at  Peninsula  was  carried  out.  There  was  also  a 
break  on  the  Five-mile  level,  below  Massillon,  all  of  which  were  promptly 
repaired. 

Above  the  Six-mile  dam,  on  the  Walhonding,  an  ice  gorge  occurred, 
which  changed  the  channel  of  the  river,  and  turned  it  down  along  the 
towing-path,  cutting  and  washing  the  embankment  for  a  long  distance. 
This  bank,  for  a  distance  of  500  yards  in  length  and  15  feet  in  height, 
has  been  protected  with  stone,  laid  up  in  a  wall  against  the  bank.  The 
earth  cut  out  of  this  new  channel  was  carried  down  by  the  water,  and 
deposited  in  the  slack-water  of  the  dam,  where  boats  cross  the  river. 
The  deposit  filled  it  up  to  top-water  line  in  an  ordinary  stage  of  water. 
A  channel  was  made  through  this  deposit  with  the  dredge. 

On  the  upper  end  of  the  Walhonding,  the  canal  was  so  much  filled  up 
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that  in  a  low  stage  of  water  in  the  river  it  was  difficult  to  get  water  down 
to  keep  the  levels  up  and  supply  the  mills.  This  deposit,  for  a  distance 
of  three-fourths  of  a  mile,  was  dredged  out,  giving  a  good  depth  of  water. 

The  Three-mile  level,  Furnace  Eun,  and  the  Ten-mile  level,  below 
Navarre,  have  had  about  360  perch  of  protection  stone  placed  upon  them. 

The  wood  work  on  the  Bolivar  aqueduct  was  rebuilt,  and  one  abutment 
and  the  piers  were  repaired. 

Two  new  spans  were  put  in  on  the  Sandy  aqueduct.  A  new  canal 
bridge  was  built  at  the  Zoar  feeder.  The  Trenton  dam  was  rebuilt. 

The  Black  Hand  dam  has  received  extensive  repairs.  A  large  part  of 
the  crib- work  was  taken  out  by  the  ice.  This  has  been  rebuilt  with  new 
timber  put  in,  filled  with  stone,  and  re-sheeted.  One  hundred  feet  of  the  top 
of  the  North  Fork  feeder  dam  was  taken  off  by  the  ice,  the  race  to  the 
head  gates  filled  up,  and  the  waste  weir  on  the  feeder  near  Newark  taken 
out,  all  of  which  were  promptly  repaired. 

A  change  bridge  has  been  built  anew  across  the  Dresden  side  cut. 
Fourteen  pairs  of  new  gates  have  been  put  in  on  this  division  ;  a  large 
number  of  new  balance-beams  and  some  new  miter-sills  ;  locks  resheeted, 
grouted,  and  walls  set  back  where  necessary. 

The  dams  have  received  attention.  The  canal  was  bottomed  out, 
bars  removed,  and  embankment  strengthened  in  many  places 

The  grass  was  very  troublesome,  and  for  a  period  of  about  three  months 
several  sets  of  hands  were  employed  in  removing  if. 

This  has  been  an  unusually  good  season  for  navigation,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  there  has  been  an  excellent  stage  of  water  upon  all  the  levels, 
thus  enabling  boats  to  carry  a  larger  number  of  tons  than  they  have  for 
several  years  past.  The  number  of  clearances  was  very  large.  In  the 
article  of  coal  alone,  the  amount  carried  into  Cleveland  for  several 
months  was  equal  to  more  than  one  hundred  car  loads  per  day. 

The  past  season  has  been  a  prosperous  one  upon  this  division  of  the 
canal,  from  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  good  supply  of  water  upon  all 
the  levels,  and  especially  the  Portage  Summit  level.  It  must  not  be 
forgotten,  nor  the  plain  fact  ignored,  that  in  an  ordinary  season  the  sup¬ 
ply  of  water  upon  the  Summit  level  is  entirely  inadequte  even  for  an 
ordinary  amount  of  business  and  as  it  is  a  well-established  fact  that 
water  transportation  is  the  cheapest,  especially  for  such  bulky  articles  as 
coal,  in  this  article  there  is  a  large  increase  in  the  amount  transported 
each  year. 

The  Ohio  canal  passes  through  one  of  the  best  coal  regions  in  the 
State,  and  this  coal-field  is  being  more  fully  developed  and  more  largely 
worked  each  year. 
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The  city  of  Cleveland,  with  her  large,  varied  and  increasing  industries, 
as  well  as  many  other  prosperous  cities  upon  the  lakes,  are  drawing 
largely  each  year  upon  this  source  for  their  supply  of  coal,  and  all  of  this 
coal  must  pass  over  the  Summit  level. 

The  water  shed  of  the  Summit  is  ample  to  supply  the  canal,  even  in  a 
dry  season  ;  hut  it  must  be  made  available,  and  I  would  earnestly  recom- 
mend  that  this  matter  be  carefully  examined,  as  it  is  of  almost  vital  im¬ 
portance  to  the  canal  tha»  there  be  an  increased  supply  of  water  upon 
the  Portage  Summit  level.  And  I  would  further  recommend  that  the 
northern  portion  of  the  Ohio  canal,  at  least  through  the  coal-fields  to  its 
northern  terminus,  be  deepened  and  widened,  to  meet  the  growing  de¬ 
mands  of  trade. 

WESTERN  RESERVE  AND  MAUMEE  ROAD. 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  on  this  road  within  the  past 
year.  Many  of  the  places  that  were  worn  and  irregular  have  been  filled 
up,  and  the  road  now  presents  a  much  better  surface. 

During  the  past  year  there  were  placed  upon  the  road  216  cords  of 
broken  stone,  and  260  cords  of  gravel,  and  79  cords  of  broken  stone  are 
now  ready  for  distribution. 

There  has  been  built  five  new  bridges  and  abutments ;  also  five  side- 
road  bridges.  Toll-houses  No.  2  and  3  have  received  new  roofs  and  such 
other  repairs  as  were  necessary. 

The  lessees  of  the  Public  Works  have  paid  into  the  treasury  $900  to  the 
credit  of  the  road  fund.  This  money  was  paid  by  the  lessees,  in  lieu  of 
placing  a  new  roof  on  the  Fremont  bridge.  This  bridge  is  old  and  very 
much  out  of  repair,  and  should  be  replaced  with  a  good  iron  structuie. 

Statements  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  in  detail,  for  the  year  ending 
November  15,  1873,  are  herewith  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT  OF  THE  RESIDENT  ENGINEER. 

To  Hon.  S.  E.  Hosmer,  Commissioner  in  charge  of  Division  No.  Two: 

OHIO  CANAL. 

That  part  of  the  Ohio  canal  embraced  in  Division  number  two,  from 
Hebron  to  Portsmouth,  including  the  Columbus  Side-cut,  was  closed 
by  ice  about  the  middle  of  November,  1872,  and  again  opened  for  navi¬ 
gation  about  March  15th,  1873. 

The  water  was  drawn  off  in  May,  and  kept  off  ten  days,  during  which 
time  the  principal  work  done  was  rebuilding  the  trunks  of  the  aqueducts 
at  Camp  Creek  and  Waverly,  both  of  which  are  now  in  better 
condition  than  they  have  been  for  some  years  past.  The  bars  were  re¬ 
moved  in  places  where  navigation  was  obstructed  in  low  water.  The 
lock-gates,  miter-sills,  and  balance  beams  were  all  examined  and  repaired 
where  necessary. 

The  locks  at  Millport,  Circleville  aqueduct,  Circleville  feeder,  Marfield 
Mills,  Chillicothe,  Lunbeck’s,  Pee  Pee  and  Union  Mills,  were  all  repaired 
by  blocking  in  place  of  decayed  and  decomposing  stone,  pointing  up  the 
seams,  thoroughly  grouting  the  whole,  and  making  the  chambers  water¬ 
tight.  In  some  cases  the  stone  in  the  chambers  were  forced  back,  and 
the  locks  widened  from  eight  to  ten  inches.  Considerable  dredging  was 
done  on  the  Eighteen-mile  level,  above  Chillicothe,  and  at  the  Four- 
mile  basin,  on  the  Circleville  level.  Very  extensive  breaks  occurred  on 
the  Circleville  level  at  Millport  guard-lock,  at  Six-mile  bridge,  above 
Circleville,  and  on  the  Millport  level,  south  of  Crooked  bridge,  caused  by 
floods  about  July  4th,  1873,  in  Little  and  Big  Walnut  creeks.  Little 
Walnut  creek  broke  over  its  barriers,  and  rushed  with  tremendous  vol¬ 
ume  into  the  canal  at  Millport  guard-lock,  tearing  out  the  embankment 
160  feet  in  length,  to  a  depth  of  fifteen  feet  below  top-water  line  of  the 
canal,  passing  over  the  canal  and  destroying  about  300  feet  of  the  tow¬ 
ing-path  on  the  opposite  side,  filling  the  canal  with  gravel  and  clay  about 
900  feet  in  length  and  eighteen  inches  above  top-water  line.  These 
breaks  were  promptly  repaired  by  the  use  of  a  steam  dredge,  removing 
the  material  thus  thrown  into  the  canal,  dredging  the  entire  distance  five 
feet  deep  and  forty  feet  wide.  Many  other  small  though  not  serious 
breaks  occurred  between  Millport  guard-lock  and  the  Six-mile  bridge. 
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The  break  at  Six-mile  bridge  was  about  150  feet  in  length  and  ten  feet 
deep,  and  that  south  of  Crooked  Bridge  was  125  feet  long  and  ten  feet 
deep.  The  dams  at  Basil  and  Lockville  have  been  entirely  re-built,  and 
are  now  in  good  condition.  Many  other  large  breaks  occurred,  and  have 
all  been  promptly  and  thoroughly  repaired.  All  the  levels  south  of  Cir- 
cleville  were  uninjured,  there  having  been  no  heavy  rains  south  of  that 
point. 

This  season  has  been  a  remarkable  one  for  the  growth  of  grass  on  all 
the  levels,  and  from  June  10th  to  September  15th,  a  large  force  has  been 
constantly  employed  in  order  to  sustain  navigation.  Ten  pairs  of  new 
lock-gates  have  been  built  and  ten  new  balance-beams  substituted  for  old 
ones  v  orn  out. 

New  flood-gates  have  been  put  in  on  the  Chillicothe  level,  and  three 
paddles  to  pass  the  water  in  case  of  necessity,  and  new  paddles  in  place 
of  old  ones  at  Pee  Pee  lock. 

Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  at  the  Brush  Creek  aqueduct,  in 
masonry  and  carpenter  work.  A  new  roof  of  pine  shingles  now  covers 
that  exposed  structure.  The  walls  at  the  south-east  corner  of  the  abut¬ 
ment,  on  the  south  side,  have  been  taken  down,  and  new  stone  and 
tire  new  masonry  has  been  built  down  to  the  water’s  edge. 

Hog  chains  have  been  put  in  to  keep  the  arches  from  spreading.  The 
trusses,  where  broken,  and  the  arches,  where  buckled  by  the  sinking  of 
the  cords,  have  all  been  overhauled  and  repaired.  New  cribbing  has  been 
built  at  the  west  side  of  the  Tomlinson  dam,  the  former  having  been 
injured  very  much  by  ice  last  winter.  A  new  towing-path  bridge  has 
been  substituted  for  the  old  one  at  that  place. 

A  new  and  effective  dredge  has  been  built,  as  per  contract,  for  the 
work  ordered  at  Portsmouth,  and  the  dredge  sent  to  its  destination,  but 
owing  to  the  high  water  in  the  Ohio  river,  and  the  lateness  of  the  season 
when  the  dredge  was  completed,  no  work  has  been  done  at  that  point. 

The  work  ordered  to  be  done  at  the  Kirkersville  feeder  to  the  Licking 
summit  resevoir,  was  not  let,  as  it  was  impossible  to  do  the  work  at  any 
reasonable  cost,  on  account  of  the  great  quantity  of  water  which  fell 
during  the  season,  keeping  the  feeder  full  all  the  time,  until  too  late  to 
accomplish  the  work  this  year. 

The  retaining  wall  on  Canal  street,  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  has  been 
completed. 

MUSKINGUM  IMPROVEMENT. 

Navigation  closed  on  the  Muskingum  Improvement  November  15,  1872, 
and  remained  so  until  March  10,  1873.  The  ice  being  unusually  heavy, 
did  great  damage  to  the  structures  belonging  to  the  State.  When  it 
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broke  up,  all  the  dams  on  the  Improvement,  except  at  MeConnelsville 
and  Marietta,  were  more  or  less  injured,  and  some  of  them  very  badly, 
especially  at  Sims  Creek,  Windsor,  Beverly,  Lowel  and  Duvalls.  These 
have  all  been  repaired  with  new  timbers,  sheeting,  stone  and  graveling. 
New  cribbing  has  been  built  at  Taylorsville  guard-lock,  at  both  ends  of  the 
lock  at  Rokeby,  at  Luke  Chute  and  Beverly.  Dredging  was  done  in  the 
chute  below  the  lock  at  Sims  Creek,  Zanesville  canal,  Taylorsville  canal, 
at  the  mouth  of  the  lock  at  Luke  Chute,  and  the  Lowel  canal.  New 
gates  have  been  put  in  at  the  guard-lock  at  the  head  of  the  canal  at  Bev 
erly,  and  at  the  lock  at  Marietta. 

All  the  filling,  from  Zanesville  to  Marietta,  was  completely  destroyed, 
being  sawed  off  by  the  ice  at  the  water  line.  All  have  been  replaced, 
and  many  minor  repairs  made. 

HOCKING  CANAL. 

The  usual  amount  of  spring  repairs  were  made  on  this  canal,  and  good 
navigation  maintained  until  July  4th,  when,  by  the  floods  occurring  on 
that  date  the  dams  and  embankments  were  torn  out  almost  entirely.  The 
embankments  were  broken  at  every  level  except  one,  and  great  quanti¬ 
ties  of  slack  from  the  coal  mines,  and  other  material,  were  washed  into 
the  canal  from  one  to  two  feet  above  top- water  line. 

It  would  occupy  too  much  space  to  attempt  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
breaks,  there  being  between  thirty  and  forty,  averaging  from  15  to  1,500 
feet  in  length,  and  from  2  to  22  feet  in  depth,  requiring  about  70,000 
yards  of  new  embankment,  and  about  20,000  yards  of  excavation  for  the 
removal  of  the  material  washed  into  the  bed  of  the  canal.  No  dam  es¬ 
caped  ;  none  being  of  sufficient  capacity  to  carry  that  amount  of  water, 
consequently  the  flood  washed  around  or  through  them  in  every  instance. 
These  breaks  have  all  been  repaired,  and  the  canal  is  now  in  better  con¬ 
dition  than  it  has  been  for  some  years  past,  excepta  bout  five  miles  from 
Salina  to  the  end  of  the  canal,  where  one  lock  and  one  dam  are  still  un¬ 
repaired 

Navigation  was  opened  in  the  early  part  of  September — a  little  over 
two  months  from  the  time  of  the  flood.  Great  credit  is  due  the  superin¬ 
tendent  of  this  division  of  the  canal  for  the  energy  with  which  the  work 
was  prosecuted  and  navigation  opened.

THIRD  DIYISIOX. 

REPORT  OF  THE  RESIDENT  ENGINEER. 

To  P.  V.  Herzixg,  TJsq.,  Commissioner  in  charge  of  Division  Do.  3: 

Navigation  on  the  Miami  and  Erie  canal,  south  of  Dayton,  was  re¬ 
sumed  in  March,  and  continued  with  little  interruption  throughout  the 
season.  On  this  subdivision  of  the  canal  the  water  was  drawn  off  for 
three  weeks  in  June  for  repairs. 

Six  new  pairs  of  lock-gates  were  put  in,  five  new  miter-sills,  and  sev¬ 
eral  locks  were  newly  sheeted.  Considerable  repairing  was  done  to  the 
upper  and  lower  locks  at  Dockland;  at  the  lower  lock  the  hollow  quoins 
were  nearly  all  renewed.  A  new  change  bridge  was  erected  at  the  end 
of  the  Hamilton  side-cut,  and  a  new  aqueduct  was  built  at  Crane’s  run, 
north  of  Franklin.  Six  locks  were  grouted,  much  dredging  was  done 
on  the  upper  level  at  Miamisburg,  and  also  on  the  Greenland  level.  The 
dredge  is  now  at  woik  on  the  Franklin  level,  bottoming  the  same,  which 
will  be  done  the  present  season. 

On  the  canal  between  Dayton  and  Spencer  a  large  amount  of  repairing 
was  done.  At  leeks  17,  18  and  19  new  aprons  were  put  in,  and  locks 
otherwise  repaired;  some  fifteen  locks,  south  of  the  summit,  were  re¬ 
grouted.  A  new  frame  and  gates  were  put  in  at  the  feeder  below  Troy, 
near  lock  11.  The  brush  dams  at  the  feeder,  same  place,  having  been 
removed  by  freshets,  were  rebuilt.  The  feeder-dam  below  the  mouth  of 
Loramie’s  creek  was  pretty  extensively  repaired,  by  rebuilding  a  part  of 
the  crib,  aud  filling  the  same  with  stone  and  gravel ;  dam  was  replanked. 
A  new  towing-path  bridge  was  made  at  Six  mile  aqueduct.  Several  new 
floor-beams  were  put  in  the  Miami  aqueduct,  and  other  repairs  made. 
Narrow  places  on  the  Sidney,  feeder  were  widened,  and  bars  removed  by 
the  dredge.  On  the  n  <rth  end  of  the  summit  level  the  dredge  d'd  good 
service  in  r.  moving  bars.  Between  Dayton  and  Spencer  three  small 
breaches  took  place;  one  at  the  aqueduct  at  Berlin,  which  required  the 
trunk  to  be  exi ended  twenty  two  feet.  Navigation  was  interrupted  only 
for  a  few  days. 

In  April  the  dredge  removed  all  the  bars  in  the  canal  between  Spencer 
and  Delphos.  Locks  7  and  28  were  rebuilt ;  considerable  repairing  was 
done  to  locks  15,  16  and  17  by  overhauling  the  miter-sills,  and  securing 
the  same  with  bolts.  Locks  19,  20  and  21  were  lined  anew  and  the  gates 
repaired.  A  breach  took  place  west  of  Antwerp,  at  a  culvert ;  a  consid- 
2  B.  p.  w. 
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erable  amount  of  embankment  was  washed  away ;  navigation  suspended 
for  a  few  days. 

New  gates  were  put  in  the  guard-lock  at  Independence,  and  much  new 
planking  done  to  the  dam  at  that  place.  Several  waste- weirs  had  consid¬ 
erable  repairs  done  to  them.  Boats  drawing  three  feet  of  water  had  but 
little  difficulty  in  passing  from  Cincinnati  to  Toledo  during  the  entire 
season  of  navigation. 

PROVIDENCE  DAM. 

The  Providence  dam  was  finished  in  October,  and  the  work  is  very 
creditable  to  the  contractors.  It  is  a  fine  structure.  The  sheet  piling  are 
so  well  fitted  to  the  rock-beds  as  to  make  almost  a  water-tight  job.  No 
water  leaks  through  the  darn,  and  but  little  under  it,  and  what  little  does 
is  through  fissures  and  seams,  caused  by  quarrymen  in  blasting  so  near 
the  dam  during  the  present  and  former  years.  When  this  dam  was  adver¬ 
tised  for  letting  the  length  was  stated  to  be  1,700  feet,  and  the  estimated 
cost  was  $22,000,  and  that  amount  was  appropriated.  The  cost  of  the 
dam  is  $27,537.97,  being  $5,537.97  more  than  the  appropriation.  Two 
things  have  added  to  the  cost  of  the  dam :  one  is,  that  the  dam  is  182  feet 
longer  than  the  length  estimated  upon,  being  1,882  feet,  entire  length; 
another  cause  is,  that  for  the  past  twenty-five  or  thirty  years  men  have 
been  engaged  in  quarrying  stone  in  the  bed  of  the  river,  by  blasting,  so 
near  the  breast  of  the  old  dam  as  to  shatter  the  stone  under  the  same ;  thus, 
too,  creating  pits  three,  four  and  five  feet  deep  in  front  of  the  old  dam. 
Now,  in  building  the  new  dam  those  pits  had  to  be  crossed  by  the  line  of 
the  dam  ;  and,  instead  of  having  a  nice,  smooth,  and  almost  level  rock  to  fit 
the  timbers  to,  they  had  to  be  fitted  to  the  ragged  pits  left  by  the  quarry- 
men  ;  and  instead  of  having  a  dam  only  four  or  five  feet  in  height,  it  is,  in 
many  places,  seven,  eight  and  nine  feet  high. 

This  quarrying  process  is  still  going  on,  and  stone  has  been  removed, 
by  blasting,  the  present  season — in  one  place  within  twenty-two  feet  of 
the  new  dam ;  and  although  the  quarrymen  have  been  notified  and  warned 
not  to  do  so,  still  they  have  paid  no  attention  to  such  admonitions. 

PORT  PURDY  MILLS— GRAND  RAPIDS. 

In  all  probability  there  will  be  no  fault  found  with  the  waste  of  water 
at  the  Providence  dam  for  many  years  to  come.  I  wish,  however,  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  bad  condition  of  the  forebay  of  the  saw-mill,  flouring- 
mill  and  waste  gate,  owned  by  Mr.  Purdy,  on  what  was  formerly  called 
the  “Gilead  Side-cut.”  During  the  dry  weather  of  the  past  summer  and 
fall  I  frequently  noticed  these  points,  and  estimated  the  waste  of  water 
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there  to  be  from  1,000  to  1,200  cubic  feet  per  minute ;  also,  at  the  old 
saw-mill  site  on  the  canal,  directly  opposite  “Port  Purdy  Mills,”  once 
owned  by  P.  Manor,  there  was  200  to  300  cubic  feet  per  minute  wasting. 

If  these  leaks  were  all  stopped — and  it  would  not  cost  much  to  do  so — 
there  would  be  no  difficulty  hereafter  in  maintaining  navigation  to  Toledo, 
and  supplying  the  mills  with  the  quantity  of  water  to  which  they  are 
entitled. 

FEEDER  TO  MERCER  COUNTY  RESERVOIR. 

This  work,  three  and  a  half  miles  long,  was  let  on  the  30th  of  August 
last,  and  will  be  completed  by  the  1st  of  January  next,  the  time  named 
in  the  contract.  The  work  already  done  will  exceed  the  appropriation 
about  four  hundred  dollars. 

This  work  was  estimated  to  cost  810,000.  The  feeder  intersects  Carr’s 
creek,  a  small  branch  which  empties  into  the  reservoir  not  far  west  of  the 
east  embankment  thereof,  the  channel  of  which  is  very  crooked,  and  will 
require  to  be  enlarged  and  straightened  in  places  to  prevent  overflowing 
of  farms  through  which  it  passes.  The  distance,  by  the  course  of  said 
stream,  to  the  reservoir  is  about  one  mile  and  a  half.  When  this  feeder 
was  located  and  partially  made,  twenty  years  ago,  the  lands  on  both 
sides,  most  of  the  way,  were  heavily  timbered ;  several  culverts  were  then 
built  to  pass  the  drainage  of  the  adjacent  lands  under  the  feeder;  but 
since  the  country  has  been  cleared  of  timber,  and  much  ditching  done, 
these  culverts,  or  some  of  them,  have  proved  too  small,  and  overflows 
take  place,  to  the  great  destruction  of  crops  often.  They  will  have  to  be 
enlarged,  or  the  State  will  be  subjected  to  damages.  An  appropriation 
of  $2,000  more  would  be  sufficient  to  finish  the  work  in  a  proper  manner. 
Prom  the  surface  of  the  water  in  the  canal  south  of  lock  No.  7,  north  of 
the  summit,  to  Carr’s  creek,  the  fall  is  sixteen  feet ;  from  thence  to  top 
of  water-line  of  reservoir  over  that  much  more. 

RESERVOIRS. 

Lewistown,  Loramie’s  and  Six-mile  creek  reservoirs  were  all  full  in  May 
last.  The  Mercer  county  reservoir,  at  the  time  of  opening  navigation, 
had  about  four  feet  of  water  above  feeder  level  at  the  lock.  On  the  17th 
day  of  July  there  were  fifty-three  inches  available,  at  which  time  there 
were  eleven  inches  in  the  mill-weir  at  Celina,  at  the  west  end  of  the  reser¬ 
voir.  To  supply  navigation  and  the  mills  at  Celina  the  reservoir  surface 
was  soon  drawn  down  to  the  level  of  the  weir  or  gauge  at  the  Celina 
mills,  and  they  ceased  running  by  water-power.  At  this  time  there  were 
forty-two  inches  depth  of  water  above  feeder  level  for  canal  purposes.  The 
weir  at  Celina,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  leases  for  water-power  there, 
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was  to  be  four  feet  above  the  feeder  level  at  tbe  reservoir  lock.  It  is  only 
three  and  a  half  feet  at  tbe  present  time  ;  tbe  reservoir  level  is  thirty  inches 
above  feeder  level. 

Tbe  Mercer  county  reservoir  is  of  vast  size,  and  is  capable  of  holding 
three  or  four  times  as  much  water  as  has  been  laid  up  in  it  for  the  last 
fifteen  years  or  more.  As  there  has  been,  at  times,  an  almost  total  sus¬ 
pension  of  navigation  from  St.  Mary’s  northward,  owing  to  a  non  supply 
of  water  from  this  reservoir,  I  earnestly  recommend  the  weirs  to  be  raised 
to  such  a  height  as  to  insure  such  a  depth  of  water  as  will,  at  all  times, 
keep  up  navigation  beyond  a  doubt.  Owing  to  the  dry  weather  of  the 
past  season,  the  Lewistown  and  Loramie’s  reservoirs  were  emptied  about 
the  15th  of  the  present  month  (November),  after  having  supplied  a  draft 
of  nearly  five  months’  duration.  The  lust  three  years  have  been  years  of 
remarkable  dryness,  and  in  all  probability  will  not  soon  occur  again. 

PAULDING-  COUNTY. 

By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  May  5, 1873,  the  commission¬ 
ers  of  Paulding  county  were  authorized  to  construct  a  ditch  along  the  south 
side  of  the  Miami  and  Erie  canal,  from  the  east  end  of  the  Six-mile  reser¬ 
voir  to  the  culvert  or  aqueduct  east  of  Paulding  furnace  ;  said  ditch  to  be 
dug  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  suggestions  and  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  resident  engineer  of  that  division  of  said  canal,  and  $3,370 
were  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

I  met  the  commissioners  of  said  county,  with  Mr.  F.  W.  Bashore,  their 
engineer,  and,  after  having  gone  over  the  line  between  the  points  named, 
requested  the  commissioners  to  order  a  survey  and  level  made  on  the 
contemplated  line,  which  was  done;  also  a  line  was  continued  up  Bull 
creek  to  the  north-east  corner  of  Six-mile  creek  reservoir.  From  an  ex¬ 
amination  of  the  cuttings  from  the  north-east  corner  of  the  reservoir  to 
Bull  creek,  I  consider  the  ditch  as  impracticable,  owing  to  the  depth  of 
cutting  beiug  so  great;  but  if  the  ditch  is  continued  up  Bull  creek  to  the 
reservoir  it  would  be  practicable. 

I  directed  the  ditch  located  from  the  culvert  or  aqueduct,  east  of  Pauld¬ 
ing  furnace,  to  Bull  creek,  distant  forty  feet  from  the  surface  of  water 
south  side  of  canal,  and  the  earth  taken  from  the  ditch  to  be  placed  on 
the  berme  bank  thereof.  It  was  thought  the  appropriation  would  be 
sufficient  to  complete  the  ditch  to  Bull  creek.  If  so,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
it  will  relieve  the  country  south  of  Paulding  furnace  of  a  drainage  hereto¬ 
fore  troublesome.  A  branch  of  Six-mile  creek,  which  used  to  unite  with 
the  main  branch  of  the  creek,  within  the  limits  of  the  reservoir,  is  con¬ 
veyed  by  an  embankment  and  artificial  channel  around  the  east  end  of 
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Six-mile  creek  reservoir  and  passed  into  tlie  canal,  and  by  a  weir  on  tbe  tow¬ 
ing  path  side  of  the  canal  is  passed  out  again.  ISTow,  by  ditching  from  the 
south-east  corner  of  the  reservoir  down  Bull  creek  to  where  it  strikes  the 
canal,  and  thence  with  the  berrne  side  of  the  same,  as  contemplated,  to 
the  culvert  or  aqueduct,  it  will  effectually  drain  the  country  contiguous 
to  the  canal,  and  thus  keep  out  of  the  canal  a  surplus  of  water  which  must 
be  troublesome  in  wet  seasons.

REPORT  OF  THE  RESIDENT  ENGINEER,  FOR  THE  QUARTER  ENDING 

FEBRUARY  15,  1873.

The  undersigned  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  of  his  trans¬ 
actions  on  the  National  road  from  the  15th  November,  1872,  to  the  15th

My  term  of  office  as  Resident  Engineer  of  the  National  road  expired 


on  the  15th  of  February  last.  I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  three 
months  ending  on  that  day.  The  revenues  of  the  road  for  the  period  of 
time  embraced  in  this  report  were  materially  lessened  by  the  interruption 
of  travel  on  it,  consequent  upon  the  prevalence  of  the  epizootic  among 
the  horses  of  the  country.  A  number  of  contracts,  partial  payments  upon 
which  had  been  made,  entered  into  for  repairs  and  the  delivery  of  metal, 
could  not  be  completed  from  this  cause.  These  contracts,  the  balance  on 
which  is  to  be  settled  for,  are  estimated  to  amount  to  $1,600.  There  is 
upon  the  road  unspread  metal  estimated  to  be  worth  $2,176  (paid  for), 
and  cash  in  the  Treasury  belonging  to  the  road  fund  the  sum  of  $278.90. 

I  took  charge  of  the  road  August  15,  1SG1,  and  it  is  believed  that  it  is 
now  in  as  good  repair  as  it  was  at  that  time,  though  it  is  far  from  being 
in  really  good  condition.  The  bridge  at  Zanesville  needs  re-roofing,  and 
the  one  across  Alum  creek  should  be  rebuilt. 

Could  intermediate  tolls  be  collected,  and  the  cities  through  which  the 
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road  passes  be  required  to  keep  so  muck  of  it  as  lies  within  their  respect¬ 
ive  limits  in  repair,  sufficient  revenue  would  be  derived  from  it  to  keep 
the  remainder  in  very  good  condition. 

Since  I  have  had  charge  of  the  road  large  drains  have  been  made  on 
its  revenue  outside  of  the  cost  of  ordinary  repairs.  Nineteen  thousand 
two  hundred  dollars  were  paid  out  of  the  receipts  for  the  bridge  at  Zanes 
ville,  and  during  the  war  an  immense  amount  of  wear  resulted  from  the 
use  of  the  road  by  the  General  Government,  for  which  no  toils  could 
be  charged,  and  which  had  to  be  made  good  out  of  receipts  from  other 
sources. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  for  me  to  say  that  for  the  proper  management  of 
the  road  a  superintendent  of  repairs  is  necessary.  Annexed  is  a  detailed 
statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures.

When  the  road  came  under  my  care,  it  was  probably  iu  as  good  condi¬ 
tion  as,  under  the  circumstances,  could  have  been  looked  for.  The  winter 
had  been  favorable,  the  ground  had  bean  frozen,  and  remained  so  until 
spring — thus,  to  a  great  extent,  protecting  it  against  the  wear  of  travel. 
The  road  has,  however,  been  gradually  wearing  out  for  years,  is  very  thin, 
and  will  require  a  large  amount  of  material  to  bring  it  up  to  the  proper 
standard,  and  which  the  traveling  public  demand. 
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In  speaking  of  the  condition  of  tlie  road,  I  do  not  have  reference  to  the 
streets  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  located  in  miles  125,  126,  127  and  128, 
which  were  in  almost  as  bad  a  condition  as  it  was  possible  for  them  to  be, 
nor  has  there  been  any  great  improvement  in  them  since  I  took  charge. 
I  do  not  think  it  possible  to  remedy  the  present  condition  of  things,  inas¬ 
much  as  the  city,  whose  duty  it  is  to  look  after  the  interest  of  that  portion 
of  the  road,  when  the  State  ceased  to  collect  toils  from  Alum  creek,  in 
the  east,  to  the  toll-gate  on  the  west,  has  utterly  neglected  to  do  its  duty 
in  that  regard,  which  has  produced  the  inevitable  result  of  an  almost 
impassable  road.  I  would  here  urgently  recommend  that  the  Board  take 
such  action  in  the  matter  as  will  compel  the  city  to  do  its  duty,  or  estab¬ 
lish  gates,  so  that  a  revenue  can  be  realized  sufficient  to  keep  the  road  in 
repair. 

In  the  city  of  Zanesville,  52  rods  of  limestone,  together  with  a  large 

amount  of  gravel,  have  been  put  on  the  road,  which  has  kept  it  in  good 

% 

order  during  the  summer,  the  city  contributing  $236.93,  or  one-half  of  the 
expense. 

That  portion  of  the  road  running  through  the  town  of  Bridgeport  has 
been  thoroughly  repaired.  The  sides  were  well  ditched.  It  is  now  in 
better  order  than  it  has  been  for  years.  The  entire  road  is  certainly  in  a 
better  condition  than  when  I  took  charge  of  it,  and  a  large  amount  of 
material  has  been  provided  to  be  used  at  the  proper  time  during  the  win¬ 
ter,  and  when  spread  the  road  will  be  very  materially  improved. 

In  the  last  few  months  many  repairs  became  necessary  of  an  extraordi¬ 
nary  nature,  among  which  may  be  named  the  following  :  The  toll  house 
at  gate  Xo.  1  was  destroyed  by  fire,  and  a  new  house  was  built,  which 
cost  $1,100.  A  large  number  of  the  other  toll-houses  had  to  be  exten¬ 
sively  repaired,  as  they  had  become  greatly  dilapidated.  Two  bridges  in 
Licking  county  were  swept  away  by  high  waters,  and  were  rebuilt  at  a 
cost  of  about  $1,200.  The  other  bridges  have  all  required  the  expendi¬ 
ture  of  a  greater  or  lesser  amount  of  money.  The  Zanesville  bridge  was 
repaired  so  far  as  the  piers  and  abutments  are  concerned  ;  but  it  needs 
re  roofing,  which  could  not  be  done  for  want  of  sufficient  means.  It  will, 
however,  be  done  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  A  great  number  of 
culverts  have  been  put  in  order,  and  six  new  ones  built.  All  the  general 
labor  has  been  performed  which  the  wear  of  travel  requires  every  year 
to  keep  the  road  in  a  condition  to  meet  the  requirements  and  necessities 
of  the  public. 

During  the  coming  season,  Alum  creek  bridge  will  require  thorough 
repair  and  straightening.  The  timber  is  sound  and  strong,  but  the  biidge 
is  crooked.  It  can  be  repaired  so  as  to  last  a  number  of  years  at  much 
less  cost  than  to  rebuild  it. 
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When  I  first  came  upon  tlie  road,  there  were  two  horses  and  two  wagons 
upon  it  belonging  to  the  State.  The  wagons  were  old  as  well  as  the 
horses.  To  perform  the  work  successfully  and  cheaply,  it  became  neces¬ 
sary  to  buy  five  additional  horses  and  harness,  one  wagon  and  one  cart, 
together  with  tools.  This  was  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,200.  More  labor 
can  be  performed  in  this  way  than  by  hiring  teams;  and  besides,  with 
personal  supervision,  the  work  is  done  in  a  much  better  manner. 

The  law  in  regard  to  the  collection  of  tolls  for  intermediate  travel 
should  be  so  amended  that  there  may  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  perfect  legal 
right  of  the  State  to  collect  it.  As  it  stands  at  present,  it  is  a  matter  of 
uncertainty.  People  refuse  to  pay  because  they  believe  they  cannot  be 
compelled  to  do  so.  There  should  be  a  remedy  for  this,  as  it  is  a  matter 
of  much  importance  when  the  question  of  revenue  is  considered.  If  the 
law  is  amended  so  as  to  accomplish  the  collection  of  tolls  from  all  inter¬ 
mediate  travel,  the  road  can  very  soon  be  put  in  as  good  condition  as  it 
has  ever  been. 

Hoping  that  my  endeavors  to  serve  faithfully  may  meet  your  approba¬ 
tion,  I  respectfully  submit  this  report  to  your  consideration.
